danger, did with univerſal conſent, - 


elect the aforeſaid Ferdinand their 
King, as beſt able to defend them ; 1a 
whole Family it has continued for an 
hundred and forty years ; their Eledti- 
ons beins matter of Formality only.

though one would think is were 
enough to enflame all.the Poremtares of 
the Earth againſt them : yet they have 

in'd ſo much upon the Emperonr, 
that ( upon the account of their for- 
ſaking the Romrſh Superſtitions) they 
have not only adviſed him to abridge 
them of ſome of their C:wi/ Rights, but 
to perſecute them with extream Ri- 
gour for the ſake of their Religion : 
upon which, a Party of them have re- 
nounc'd their Allegiance to their Tem- 
poral Lord, have ſet up one of his 
fworn SubjeQts againſt him ; and to 
confirm him, have recalld the Tarks, 
the Diſciples of one Mahomer, who has 
damn'd many Millions of men with 
his zmpurce DoArines, - made up of a 
monſtrous confuſion of Ariani/m, Fu- 
daiſm and Paganiſm, and now threa- 
tens all Religion with his Blafphemies, 
and all Chriſtendom with his Arws. 

What! ſaid he, looking asauſtercly 
upon me (as if R»finus bad peep't 
pver my ſhoulder) beranſfe they are per- 
| fſecuted 
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will they be damn'd by their DoQrines ? 
Was there ever ſuch a Myſterie of Iniqui- 
ty fince the ſubtle Serpent twin'd about 
the Tree with the forbiddew fruit in his 
month ? Was there ever ſuch an Age 4s 
this ? Surely theſe are the laſt and worſt 
of dayes ; and I am certain it was not (6 
in thoſe wherein I lived: and were I now 
voy them, I ſhould tell them, that the 
Chriſtians 4/4 not revolt from Con- 
ſtantius though an Arian, nor rebel 
againſt Julian, though av Ypolate, aud 
both Perſecutors.

Whilſt I govern'd the 
ivan, «ll things, we undertook, proſper- 
ed, both at home and abroad ; but now 
1 underſtand that the Banner that bears 
thy Sacred name, is carried in Triumph 
to the Idolatrous City, And the Mul- 
ſelmen, thy true diſciples, flee before the 
face of Gaurs and Unbelievers; ſee here 
the Carcaſſes of thy proſelytes that come 
from the burning ſands of Libya , tye 
here unburied in this cold Climate, 
where Rocks of Ice blunt the Sun-beams ! 
Grant we may revenge this loſs, this dif= 
honour, upon theſe unwaſhed Chriftians ;

"Tis true, that the very Luxuriant Tem 
perature of ſome Grounds in ſo vaſt an 
Empire, produce Rich Vines, Rice, with 
moſt ſorts of Grain, Cotton, Sela- 
mum, &Cc. with little Induſtry : but all 
the Provinces are waſtly altered from 
that ſtate we read of in Ancient Hiſtories :

- Monarchy, from this inſtance of 

the Iftaclites asking a King ; the delu- 
ded people ſwallowing theſe impudent Fa. 
ſtfcations with ſo much greedine'ſs, that 
they would gobble down Goliah for one of 
the Minor Prophets , if one of theſe 
lying ones did but bid them pape : and 
thus much it ſignifies #0 thoſe True Pro- 
teſtants, chat if it was alin in the Iſra- 
Elites at that time to ask a King, it is 
ten times more 4 fin in the people of 
England at this day, to ash, or Jeek af- 
ter « Commonwealth, for cheſe rhree 
reaſons. 

Firſt, Becauſe under the Gofpel there 
are particular, and eſpecial Commands, 
for oar Obearence to The King as Su- 
preme ; end conſequently, for our con- 
tinuance in that Obedience: but there 
as no prohibition «nder the Law po- 

fitively forbidding the Jews to ask a

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King, but there was 4 certain Promiſe, 
that they ſhould be governed by 
Kings. | 

Secondly, Becauſe after the full Res

' -But Sir ({@4 1) they have as much 
abufed: the fenſe and —_— the 
New Teftament, as they have the ſcope 
and-delignof the 0/4: You may doy 
them with Repetitions of =" 
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and endleſs Quotations out of both of 
them,” and all ro no purpoſe. . You 
may tell them that God ſhadows the 
rewards of Heaven, with what he ac- 
counts moſt excellent upon Earth,with 
Crowns, Srepters, Thrones, and Robes of 
Glory. Thar to fill us with an awful 
ſenſe and veneration of the .excellency 
of his Eternal Majeſty, Heſtiles him- 
ſelf Kjng of kings, and Lord of lords ; 
that Heaven is his {brone, and Earth 
his foorſtool. You may tell them, that 
by him K/»zs reign, and Princes decree 
Fuſtice That they are ſtiled gods, and 
are hisVicegerents, who is the God. of all 
gods. That Treaſon isa very great ſin, 
and the breach of all the Command- 
ments ; becauſe the higheſt offence a- 
gainſt him who is Cuſtos utrinſque T a- 
bule, that beareth not the Sword in vain, 
but.is to execute wrath upon all them that 
do evil, by the breach of any ofthem. 
But it will be in. vain; they will be 
deaf as Adders, and ſtill Rebellious as 
the old Serpent.

would think; that that Government for 
Chriſtians, ſhould be the moſt Authentich, 
whichGod for the Jews, thought moſt cons.

More than one would think, ( /aid 
1) that men ſhould moſt ofall deſire 
to continue under that form of Govern- 
ment, under which by all variety of 
experience, they have been moſt hap- 
py. And if Sergnior Boccalin; would 
be pleaſed to lend-us his Balance, with 
which He weighed the Kingdoms and 
States of Europe, I dare venture to 
confute all che Republicans uponEarth,

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As well as Ican(/aid 1) with all 
my heart. You muſt know that this 
Monarchy of Exgland , is a Paternal, 
ereditary Ponarchy ; tle Kzzzs 
thereof not uſing that ab/olute Deſpo- 
tical Power, which the Kzzgs of Fudah 
ſometimes did. No mans Life is taken 
away from him by any of the K/zgs 
Meſſengers ; but he may clear hunſ9If 
if Innocent, or give better fatisfattion 
to the world if guilty , by being rryed 
according to Law : And where the Chro- 
nicles of England (eem to ſpeak the con- 
trary, thoſe perſons, as Tho.Beckert,@hc. 
are to be conſidered as Traytors in the 
very aft of opet Hoſtility and Rebelli- 
on, ot protected from tlie proceedings 
of the Law by the Pope or the People : 
But our prefentGraczous Soveraign hath 
viven ſuch admirable inſtances of his 
great Fuſtice, Clemency, and Patience, as 


no Hiſtory can parallel ; eventhe very 


Murderers of his Father ( who would 
{carce allow him to ſpeak before their 
impious Tribunal ) were permitted to 
ſay what they could in their own de- 
fence : And thoſe very Barbarous Vil- 
Jains, that did not deſign to * allow 
him time to ſay his Prayers , were not 
only legally try*d, convicted and juſtly 

G 2 eon- 
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condemned, with all manner of regu- 
lar proceedings, but had afterwards 
the charitable aſſiſtance of his own 
Chaplains. And — upon the 
relation of ſuch an horrid deſign a- 

ainſt his Royal Perſon, if He had cut 
them all to pieces without any more 
ado, no mortal man could have que- 
ſtion'd,or have calld him roan account 
for it; yer ſuch is the malice of thac 
implacable Party , that for his great 
Clemency, they inlinuate, that he wants 
Courage 3 and for his Juſtice, they doas 
much as ſay, he 1sa Tyrazt. 

But as the King, fo are hs Laws, fo 
good for the People, that King James 
did as truly, as folemnly declate, That 
the Common Law of England was as pro- 
per = this Nation, as the Law of 
Moſes was for the Jews. Bur ſtill, ro 
ſupply the defefts of the Common Law, 
we have our Statute Laws, which were 
made at ſundry times, and upon di- 
vers occaſions in Parliament ; and theſe 
Laws receive watter from the Lords and 
Commons, but form and life from the 
King : and then our Eccleſiaſtical and 
Maritine Courts are governed by the 
Civil Laws, which are the reſult of the 
Wiſdom and Prudence of the beſt

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Law-givers that have been in all Ages, 
and for the Good of others, as wellas of 
.our own Nation. | 

If your Laws (ſaid he) be ſo very 

good, how comes it to paſs, that there 
are ſo many Controverſies, long and vexa- 
tous Suits, ſuch endleſs Differences and 
Quarrels among the Subjetts ? What ts 
the reaſon, that thoſe who have been Fatt i= 
ous, Turbulent, and Seditions, ſhould goſo 
long unpunſbed ? 

The Reaſon, Sir, (/aid I ) is, becauſe 
the Kine will govern by Law, but they 
will not be raled by it : But have a little 
Patience, Hemp 15 n0t ripe in a day. * Tis 
no Magical plant, rais'd by the fin of 
Witchcraft, agd yet *rwill conjure 
dowa the Devil ia Time. Eaſter 
Term is coming on a pace, an1as ſome 
of their mouths have been pretty 
cool the laſt great Froſt : So ifothers 
be not mere quiet for the Future, 
they will got have ſo much money to 
bura in their pockets againſt the next. 
To your firſt Queſtion, I might An- 
{wer, by asking you the reaſon of ſg 
many Diſputes, aad Janglings in Re- 
ligion. I am ſure you confeſs, tha 
you are ſatisfied as to the exc: /len;y of 
the Chriſtian Faith, and yet. you mighx 
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as well obje& againſt the Truth of it, 
becauſe there «agate ſoman Fi h.. 
feesin the Church, as againſt the good- 
neſs of our Laws ; Becauſe there are 
ſo many peeviſh, ſubtil, and fattious 
perſons 1n the State, There are like- 
wiſe Hereticks among the Lawyers, as 
well as among the D:vizes. For if the 
Laws of God are not free from the falſe 
Gloſſes, and Expoſitions of ambitious 
or covetous Caſuiſts, how ſhall any 
Law of man eſcape them ? To con- 
clude, after all, our Government is 4a 
Miracle of a thouſand years working. 
And although ſome will cell you, the 
Times and Occaſions of Enacting, or 
Repealing any Statute Law, and the 
Originals of all our Conrrs of Fudicature ; 
Yet conſidering the many, and ſtrange 
revolutions that attend all ſablunar 
Principalities and Powers, *tisa wor 
beyond the reach of the moſt exqui- 
ſite Judgment to unravel the whole 
Series of Aﬀairs, that have brought 
this admirable frame of Government to 
perfeCtion. 

" Truly, Sir, (ſaid he) 1 do not fp 
peive that the People of England have 
any reaſon to fear Arbitrary Govern- 
Ment der ſo- gracious a Prince, or * 
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be weary of « Menarchy fo vaſtly differ 

from thoſe four, which wer fern 
dably repreſented in the Ancjext Vilion 
of the Prophet Daniel. | 

I am ſure, (/a/4 1) there is none in 
being, that may at this day compare 
with it-; all the Eaffera Empires and 
Monarchies, are eb/elutely Tyraxnicat ; 
and of the weſt, the people of France 
have loſt their Liberties ; the King- 
dom of Spain ſuffers extremely by the 
claſhing Intereſts of the Feſuirs wich 
other Orders, and their treachery to the 
Houſe of A«/tria ; and ſodoes the Em- 
pire of Germany ; the Kingdoms of 
Denmark, and Bohemia, have not been 
ſo long Hereditary, and the Kingdom 
of Poland 1s Eletive to this day. 

Now, ( faid he) you are come to my 
Native Connry, 1 can aſſure you, that 
there are great Inconveniencies attending 
the Time of the Interregnum, «nd Ele- 
Ction foo.

bimfelf, at bis own Gate.

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our-great Comfort. And may He, in 
deſpight of all the Enemies of God, and 
the King, long continue to ſit thereon, 
to our laſting .

- We were now come to Fox-ZHl!, 
that renowned Magazin of Narratives 
and Gunpowder, and this was the place 
of Randeſyouze for theſe famous Pol.

thoughts as ſoon as we were there, 
one of the Magicians c_ a ſort

What 
have I got by all the Hypocrrtical villa- 
nies, that I have ated under the Sun, 
but Eternal and ſubſtantial Mieries ; 
thoſe that call'd me Gideon and Joſhua, 
and I know not who forſooth, and made 
Poems and Paxegyricks upon me, are 
themſelves fo ridiculouſly infamous, 
that their very Names outftink the 
Brimftone of Hell : My memory is

unquenchable fire, and then I would 
have thankt you in my own Element.

Hobbs was fo affrighted, that he 
would have didled away tn all haſt, 
but that Seignior Chr-ſtoprt him,ſaying, 
Is this, Sir, the Famous Leviathan, with 
whom you have made ſuch « Buſte? Is this 
your renowned Behemoth ? The greaſie 
Villain indeed lookt as if he had been 
anointed with none other but Train Oyl, 
Bleſs me | How could a man of your parts 
and Education, condeſcend to flatter ſuch 
4 naſty and loutiſh Brute, with T itles and 
Prerogatives, overtopping all the Laws 
of God and Nature ? 

What! ( /ai4 1 ) do you wonder at 
this ! What is it He will not fay, or 
write, who has uſed his Pez as Arbi- 
trarily, as Oltver did his Sword; and has 
cancePd all the obligations that can be 
laid upon the ſoul of man, with the 
ſame inſolence with hich the other has 
trampled upon them. If this Mr. 
Hobbs had not ſo much wvalour as Crom- 
well, He had no leſs Ambition, and took 
as'much prideand = to be thought 
an abſolute Philoſopher, as the other did 
to be an «ſolute Soveraigy, Now when 
the Keve or the Fool prevails, what 
ſignifies the Scholar as toany thing, & 
ener 
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ther of publick or private good ? Bit 
fuch an -one is in as ready a way t& do 
miſchief in'the Stare, as Neftorims that 


eminent £ffererich in the Charch; In 


both caſes it holds true what Caftalio 
ſays, Nihil eft tam abſurdum quod non 
dicat quwrvis doitie homo, fi Z Iſnum de- 


fendendum ſuſceperit : ere is nothing. 


ſo abſurd, which a man though otherwiſe 
learned, may not ſay, it Fe once under- 
takes to defend that which ts falſe, And 
indeed, nothing in the World can be 
more 4b/ard, nothing more deftrattive 
of Human Society and Government,than 
the Principles and Poſitions 1n that 
wicked and ridiculous Book. What 
can be more abſurd, than to make a 
man an abſolute Prince, and an abſolute 
Slave, inthe ſame moment ? I ſup-, 
ofe, He did not wade over the tops of 
is Boots, to deſcry the true ſtate and 
condition of his unwieldy L-viathas ; 
if he did, he might have found it as 
truly Miſerable, as He has made it 
monſtrouſly great : (to carry on his 
Metaphor } He might have found 
the True Proteſiant flath Fiſh ready to 
give him morral clumps or his Crup= 
per, uport all occaſions, whilſt the 
$vord-Fiſh is playing the more datige- 
H rouy 
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rous part of the 4ſſaſiz at his Belly. 
And this is the- true ſtate of his Sove- 
raign Lord Behemoth, by his wit, and 
the malice of the Devil, Vſarper of the 
great Deep : And this 1s the whole duty 
of all his loving Fiſhes, according to the 
Doftrine of Hobbs. And now, what 
can be more r/d4iculous, what more ab- 


ſard ? > 


Now thoſe Principles that are con- 
tradiftory, and deltrutive of them- 
ſelves, muſt needs be very deſtruQtive 
of Human Society ; I will cull outbut 
two Propoſitions for a taſte. JNo- 
tbing the Sovereign can do to a 
Subject, on what pzetence ſoever, 
can pzoperly be called injuſtice, oz 
injury, On the other hand, 

The obligation of Subjects to 
their Soveraign, is as long, and 
no longer tban the Power lafteth, 
ty which Þe is able to poten 

Upon which, (and: ſeveral other 
Propoſitions.) fauh the right Honoura- 
ble Edward late Earl of Clarendon, in 
his excellent Book, Intituled, * 4 Sur- 
vey of the Leviath ———The view of 
theſe naked Propoſitions by themſelves, 
without any other cloathing, or difeniſe of 
 woras, 
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words, may better ſerve to make theni os 
dious to King and People, And the 
firſt will eaſily diſcern, to haw high a pin- 
wacle of power ſoever he would carry him, 


he leaves him upon ſuch a Precipice, from 


whence the leaſt Blaſt of Invaſion from 4 
Neighbour, or from Rebellion by his Sub- 
jetts, - may throw him headlons to irreco- 
verable Ruine ; and the other will xs 
much abhor an Allegiance of that Temper, 
that, by any misfortune of their Prince, 
they may be abſolu'd from, and ceaſe 
to be Subjetts, when the Soveraign hath 
need of their Obedience. And (ince that 
Learned States man has ſo effetnually 
confounded Leviathan with his iſſue 
of his Brain; Woe need not to fear that 
ſuch an one will ever ſpring from hs 
Loins, _. 

The People of FnglanJ ( replied 
Seignior Chriſtiano ) have more reaſevs 
to be afraid of a Creat many, than of 4 
G2eat one, For they who are for turn- 
ing this Ancient Monarchy into a Come- 
monwealth, are for Complementing their 
Patriots with the ſame unlimited and 
unbounded power, which Hobbs gives 
his ſingle Soveraign: and are #0t 4 Shoal 
of Sharks, damnd devouring, eager, 

ſwift Sharks, as ravenons as a great lub- 
; H 3 berly 
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berly gorbellied Leviathan ? Do you think 
that Cromwell's Divan, coxſiting of 
an hundred ' and four Godly, as He 
calPd them, were not as mercileſs as him- 
ſelf was Criel ? I do aſſure you, that 
the Authour of Plato Redivivus has 
out-doue Mr. Hobbs, and from My. Har- 
ringtons Oceana, has pilfer'd whole

For 
when God raiſed up Moſes to bea Ru- 
ler, Jadge, and Deliverer of his People 
that were ſcattered like the Straw they 
were to gather over all that Land 
wherein they were equally in Bondage, 
we find Exodus 4. that Moſes /o long 
expoltulated with God about it, that 
at the 14h Verſe, we read, that the An- 
ger of the Lord was kindled againſt him ;

But, Sir, ( reply'd the Politician) 
may they not depoſe wicked Kings ? 

No, Sir, (rep/y'd4T) they may not, 
becauſe they cannot tell when they have 
a good one; and even the Bad ones 
( Pontius Pilate himſelf) had nopow- 
er at all, but what was given him from 
above, how then can they take away 
that which = have no Authority zo 
give ? But if the holy and righteous 
Feſas, when before an unjuſt Tribu- 
nal, did not make uſe of 1hoſe many Le- 
grous of Angels, which he then could 
bave commanded againſt his moſt ma- 
licious enemies, but was contented 
patiently to ſuffer for our ſakes ; Why 
ſhould any (that name his name ) pre- 
{ume to appeal to the raſh and giddy mul- 
titude, when they ſhall be called'to an- 
ſwer before Kings and Rulers for his 


ſake. ? Belides, even wicked Kings are 


the juſt Judgements of God ; and ſhall

and ungodly Maxim is never more 
preach't and proclaim*d abroad, than 
when there is the leaſt reaſon for it, e- 
ven whilſt we are under Re//9107 
Kings and Governours : However 'tis 
at all times moſt Diabolically impi- 
ous, becauſe diametrically contrary 
to the plaineſt ſenſe of the word of God, 
in which we are taught, that by hin 
K jngs Reipn, and Princes decree Fuſtice ; 
By him Princes rale, and Nobles, even 
All che Fudyes of the Earth. 

Secondly, This Propoſition is impi- 
ous and falſe, becauſe the Kings of 
England do not derive either their pow- 
er or form of Government. from the Peo- 
ple: All the ObjeCtions about Conrratts, 
Covenants, Coronation-Oaths, &c. come 
at laſt to this conſequence, that then 

God Almighty himſelf has a /ef5 right 
of Dominion over us, becauſe he conde- 
ſeends to incourage our Obedtence to him, 
by the Grants aud Promifes he makes in 
his Covenant with us, For by him, and 
for him, do the Kings of this Realm 
rule over us5 and from him they re- 
ceive all hat power and goodneſs 

| | which 
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which they as ' bis Miniſters to tw for 
good, communicate unto the People: and 
indeed they have been Miniſters to us . 
for good, 1n reducing us from the Bar- 
biriſm of Heatheniſh Pi&s, to become 
the moſt oavi/4iz?d Nation, and beſt 
Chriſtians inthe world. For, let but any 
man without the ſquint-ey*'d malice 
of Doleman, and his Diſciples, peruſe 
the Chronicles of England, and he will 
find, that the people thereof are ( un- 
der God) beholding totheir Kings for 
all the good they injoy at this day ; 1t 
may be truly ſaid of the Ancient Bri- | 
. tains, Populus nullis Legibus tenebatur, 
Arbitria principum pro Legibus erant. 
'Twas Lucius the firſt Chriſtian Kyjng 
in all the World, that ſent to Rome 
for the unvaluable Treaſures of the 
Goſpel, which he ſet the higher price 
upon by his oz# pious and 1[luſtrious 
example. *Twas he chang'd the 4rch- 
Flamins and Flamins, (and all that 
mockery of Heatheniſm, wherein the 
Devil pretended to ape the Divine 
Inſtitutions) into Arch-Brſhopricks, and 
Biſhopricks, long before the name of a 
Rebellious Presbyter, or of a perſidious

by him; and Lambard 1n his Archion, 
or Commentary upon the High Courts of 
Juſtice -in England, learnedly derives 
«ll the Lay and mixed Courts of Re- 
cords,from theCrows their Original: and 
ſaies moreover, that wht#tever power 
is by him, ( that is, the King ) commit- 
ted over unto other men, the ſame ne- 
vertheleſs' remaineth ſtill in 4:mſelf's 
for as Bradon ſaith well, Rex habet Or. 
dinariam Jurisdidtionem, & omnia jura 
in Manu ſua, que nec ita delegari poſſunt 
quin ordinaria remaxeant cum ipſo Rege. - 
Though the Great Council of the 
Nation, to which He gives life, ma 
by the ſame ſacred Breath be ar jor 
yet the Kzng never dies; and all other 
inferiour Courts, C:zvi/ or Eccleſtaſti- 
cal, derive their Power from the Kjzne ; 
by which as well the Soverezgn's good- 
neſs to the People, as that he derives 
not his Power trom them, 1s very ma- 
nifelt, AHexrythe Third, granted un- 
ro
